OFFICIAL BULLETIN. 


EI.BEROM, Sept. 19, 9 00 A. M.—The 


condition of the President this morn- 
ing continues unfavorable. Shortly air 
ter the issue of tbe evening bulletin 
he had a chill, lasting 15 minutes, the 
febrile rise following and continued un- 
til 12 midnight, during which time the 
pulse ranged from 112 to 130. 
The 


sweating that followed was quite pro- 
fuse. 
The cough, which waa trouble- 


some daring the chill, gave him but lit- 
tle annoyance the remainder of the 
night. This morning at 8 o'clock his 
temperature was 98.8 ; pulse 106 and 
feeble ; respiration 22. At 8:30 an- 
other chill came on, on account of which 
the dressing was temporarily postponed. 
A bulletin will be issued at 12.30 p.m. 


LONG BBASCH.Sept 19,12:30 p. m.— 


Tbe chill from which tbe President wsi 
suffering at the time the morning bull** 
tin was issued lasted about fifteen min- 
utes, and was followed by febrile, rise of 
temperature and sweating. He has slept 
much of the time, but bis general condi- 
tion baa not materially changed since. 
Temperature 98.2, pulse 104, respiration 
20. 


LONG 
BRANCH, Sept. 17.—It was 


eight weeks ago tbe president had his 
first rigor. Prior to that time his con- 
dition had betn such for thirteen days 
as to inspire a general belief in bis ulti- 
mate recovery. 
The very day before 


the rigor came his condition had been 
more comfortable than at any time 
ainae be was shot. Suddenly, without 
any warning, the president was seised 
with a rigor, or chill. Tbe pulse bound- 
ed up to 130, tbe temperature was as 
high as 104, and the respiration 26.— 
The physicians speedily ascertained the 
cause. Pas was confined somewhere, 
and the pretence of putt in the system 
is so abhorrent to nature that unless it 
is speedily discharged, rigors, sweats, 
and possibly death will follow. 
At tbat 


time the physicians found tbat a pus 
cavity had been formed below tbe rib. 
An operation was necessary. The knife 
was used by J)r. Agoew. Tbe cavity 


opened, and instant relief followed. 


Physicians who have made a study of 
the blood and the diseases to which it 
ia liable, recognised these rigors at that 
time, not only as indications of confined 
pus, but of blood poisoning. No doubt 
exists that the rigor of this morning 
waa caused by confined pus. It cannot 
be learned to-night whether tbe physi- 
cians know where the confined pus is. 
It may be in the lung. It may be in 
the track of the wound. It may be a 
new abwesB. 
Of itself, the rigor or 


chill waa not necessarily an alarming 
event, but the reason it ia alarming liea 
in the fact tbat it not only shows that 
the blood poison has not been in the 


perspiration that accompanied the 
of this Boning were not 
alarming. They wer« only 
and, in fact, really 4 fart ef tke ngar 
itself, so that it waa exhaustion which 
followed. 
After the motion had bees 


established the President dropped into 
a sleep, which was more like » itnpor i 
thaa like a sleep, aad he has been in 
this condition moat of the afternoon. 
Enemata of pure beef blood have been 
administered, but how much baa been 
absorbed is not known. In brief, the 
condition ia extremely critical. Tbe 
President may live some weeks— may 
survive. On the other band, death may 
come at any time. 


Two members of the Cabinet arrived 


at 9 this evening. They were Poitmas- 
tar-General James and Secretary Win- 
dom. Secretary Blaine left Augusta 
to-night for Long Branch, and Secreta- 
ries Lincoln and Kirkwood are expected 
to-morrow. Those members of tbe Cab- 
inet who have been to tbe White Moun- 
tains left Boston at 11 this morning. 
At Springfield they got Attorney-Gen- 
eral MaeVeagh'a dispatch stating that 
there had been a rigat. When they ar- 
rived to-night they were very solicitous, 
They said thev had seen on their trip 
evidences of 'the greatest anxiety for 
the latest news from Long Uranch. 
Attorney General MacVeagh sayi to- 
night at midnight that he awaits the 
passage of the next forty-eight hours 
with the greatest anxiety. 


LONG BRANCH, Sept. 18.—The presi- 


ident's condition at the morning dress- 
ing was comparatively favorable, but 
the more cautious did not entertain san- 
guine opinions that the patient was 
safely beyond tbe effects of yesterday's 
rigor. This morning passed very com- 
fortably, and Judge Advocate General 
Swaim went so far as to express an 
opinion tbat tbe president waa having 
the most favorable Sunday which be 
has passed for several weeks. Informa- 
tion obtained from one of tbe attending 
surgeons was to tbe effect that the pa- 
tient was having a reasonably comforta- 
ble day, and indications warranted the 
opinion that no complications need be 
immediately apprehended. At midday 
Boynton said he felt rather more en- 
couraged at the risen temperature, 100, 
as it was conclusive evidence tbat the 
president had considerable vitality left." 


"The cough was unimproved, and I 


think as tbe patient gains strength it 
will become annoying, as heretofore. 
There was great fear this morning tbat 
rigor would occur, and in order to obvi- 
ate its development the attending sur- 
geons ordered an application of hot 
cloths, which proved a successful treat- 
ment. There were indications of cool- 
ing extremities, but hot applications 
brought on a rise in temperature, and 
the coolness gradually wore away. Had 
the rigor occurred this morning it would, 
it ia thought, have been a very serious 
one, as tbe patient waa extremely enfee- 
bled." 


Notwithstanding the comparatively 


favorable condition noted in the evening 
bulletin, in less .than an hour after its 
issuance, another rigor occurred, lasting 
about ten minutes. In comparison with 
the one yesterday it waa light, though, 
as Bliss rsmarked.it was severe enough. 
Tbere was a slight improvement com- 
pared with yesterday. The low pulse 
and temperature, sound sleep and free- 
dom from cough and expectoration, are 
indicators of a low state of vitality,and 


,».„. There was no aberration of bis 
mill during the febrile rise. TbePrei- 
idea* takes the same notice of hi* con- 
djasM *s he has done all along, and be 
ffcMMighly understandfl it. It is rea- 
sonable to expect some rigor every 
twenty-four hours.

sation Dr. Blisa admitted the situation 
waa critical. "But," said he, "there in 
still a chance for bis recovery, and he 
is entitled to tbat change." 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Sept. 17.—Dur- 


ing the last ten days Secretary Windom 
has been criticised for not having used 
more of the available cash in the Treas- 
ury for the purchase of the bonded 
debt. It has been asserted that he was 
abundantly able in July to have used 
between $20,000,000 and $25,000,000, 
instead of $10,000,000, in the purchase 
of bonds, and that during August he 
was similarly nitasted. It has been 
claimed by some of the leading financial 
journals of New York that during the 
present month tbe cash balance in tbe 
Treasury has been nearly $20,000,000 
larger than it was twelve months ago. 
Inquiry at the Treasury Department 
to-day developed the fact that, at the 
beginning of tbe present month, the 
available cash balance was over $4,000,- 
000 less than it was at the beginning of 
September last year, and if the out- 
standing bonds embraced in the I04tb 
call be deducted, as they properly 
should be, it is safe to say that, despite 
the large revenues of the present month, 
the cash balance to-day is probably $15,- 
000,000 leas than it was this time last 
year. The fact is that, daring the last 
few months, there were at times quite 
heavy drafts made upon the Treasury 
reserve. Hence it will be seen that 
there is at present DO auoh extraordin- 
ary accumulation of available surplus in 
the Treasury as is claimed by some of 
the New York financial writers and spec- 
ulators.

dimmish, trouble is likely to ensue. Tbe 
little abscesses tbat are forming all over 
the lung eannot be reached with the 
knife, as were those in the parotid 
gland. It is quite possible, therefore, 
that nature's protest at the gathering in 
tbe lungs led to the rigor. The many 
email, instead of one large abscess, will 
prevent an operation op the lung. But 
little doubt now exists tbat the track 
of the wound has been dammed up, 
and behind this accumulation of pi 
were possibilities, however, not unlikely, 
that the debilitated condition of tbe 
President may have had something to 
do with the rigor. The circulation of 
the blood ia poor, and there is compar- 
atively little vitalizing force in the slug- 
gish circulation that ia now going on 
Whatever may be the cause of tbe chill 
of to-day, it has aot bean removed, a* 
was the ease on July 23. Tbe admis- 
sion made by Dr. Bliss to the statement 
of Dr. Boyaloa that other chills were 
to be feared, and might very likely show 
themselves to-night, indicates that the 
pbysioiais do not think they have 
reached aad overcome tke nose. 


There ia a very grave aaxiety tonight 


The fear of other rigor* is confessed, 
and the occurrence could aot happen 
men than two or three times without 
•ready endangering life. The Presi- 
dent is so weak that po appearances oi 
a rally would console th* physicians if 
there should b* more than three of 
these rigors, aad b* baa probably had 
two within twenty-four hours.

A portion ol tbe right lung, reaching 


up to the sixth rib, is now consolidated. 
For several weeks at times he has made 
improvement, but in each instance a re- 
lapse has followed, which has left him 
on a lower plane ot vitality than before. 
The president has a wonderful constitu- 
tion, but it is doubtful if it is sufficient 
to carry him on to recovery." 


At 10 o'clock to-night Secretaries 


Windom, Hunt, Kirkwood, Attorney 
General MacVeagh, and Assistant Sec- 
retary of State Hitt called at Private 
Secretary Brown's eottage to ascertain 
the president's condition. No vomiting 
occurred, and the patient experienced 
an immediate reaction after the rigor 
subsided by the appearance of fever. ' 


Wben asked for a cause for the re- 


currence of rigors, the Doctor said : "It 
may be due to looal causes, but ao far 
they are not manifested. I think the 
recurrence is due to the enfeebled con- 
dition of tbe patient. The depraved 
condition of the fluids, together with 
local sores, are sufficient to produce 
chills. 1 1 is evident he has aot repaired 
any during the past twenty-foar hoars, 
but ha* merely held bis own."
